Received the enclosed Alumni Association information in 
yesterday's mail. 

We show no record of ever registering Mr. Sievers with the 
Boy Scouts of America in the Alumni program. 

Paul, this man should appear in our confidential file as a 
"persona non grata" . The accusations against him go back 
many years - certainly long before we codified our local and 
national response to child abuse . 

Dr. Neal Sievers is a prominent physician in Blair, 
Nebraska. Many years ago, accusations were made against Dr. 
Sievers by Scouts from his troop. When confronted with the 
accusations by then Scout Executive, Bob Fee, Dr. Sievers 
resigned all association with Scouting. No formal charges 
were brought against Dr. Sievers, although under today's 
policy and procedure, we would certainly have notified the 
authorities. Because I feel that his association with 
Scouting could come back to haunt us xn the future , I 
believe our records ought to reflect our listing him in the 
confidential file .
